Meeting of the Arlington Town School District 


The legal voters of the Arlington Town School District are 
hereby warned and notified to meet at the Arlington Memorial 
School in said district on October 15, 1962, the polls to be open 
at 12 Noon and close at 8 P. M., to transact the following busi- 
ness: 


ARTICLE 1: To determine by ballot whether the voters 
of this district will vote to apply to Union School District No. 14 
for admission as a member of said Union District upon the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions: 


(a) Said Union School District shall operate schools cover- 
ing Grades 7 through 12; 


(b) The Senior High School, grades 9 through 12, shall be 
located in a new building within the limits of the Town of Ben- 
nington; 


(c) The present high school building of the Bennington 
Graded School District shall be used to house the Junior High 
School, Grades 7 and 8; 


(d) All expenses of the Union School District, including 
by way of specification without limitation thereby, building, 
acquisition and construction costs, amortization of indebtedness 
and maintenance and operation shall be computed separately 
for the Senior High School and the Junior High School; 


(e) The expense of the transportation provided for pupils 
who attend schools from the member districts of the Union 
School District shall be paid for by the Union District; 


(f) All expense of the Union Senior High School of the 
Union District as computed in accordance with (d) above shall 
be divided among the member districts in the proportion which 
9th through 12th grade enrollment in each member district for 
the previous school year bears to the total number of 9th 
through 12th grade students enrolled in said year from all the 
districts that are members of the Union School District; 


(g) All expenses of the Union Junior High School of the 
Union District as computed in accordance with (d) shown above 
shall be divided among the member districts in the proportion 
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which 7th and 8th grade enrollment in each member district for 
the previous school year bears to the total number of 7th and 
Sth grade students enrolled in said year from all the districts 
that are members of the Union School District. 


(h) Student enrollment shall not include students residing 
in member districts who are enrolled in private schools located 
outside the Union School District or in private schools located 
within the Union School District. A private school pupil residing 
within the Union District who takes not more than two courses 
in a school year at a school’operated by the Union School Dis- 
trict shali not be regarded as a student enrolled in such union 
school in determining the student enrollment of a member dis- 
trict. 


(i) The Arlington Town School District shall have two 
directors on the school board of Union School District No. 14. 


(j) The Arlington Town School District will maintain its 
own facility, staff and program of instruction for Grades 7 and 
8 and will not be liable for any of the expenses of the Union 
Junior High School as hereinbefore defined. 


ARTICLE 2: To determine by ballot whether the voters 
of this district will vote to join a Union School District, the 
members of which district will be the Arlington: Town School 
District and the Sunderland Town School District, such Union 
School District to be formed pursuant to the authority granted 
by Vermont Statutes Annotated, Chapter 11, Title 16 thereof 
and operated in accordance with the provisions of said statutes 
except as modified by the following agreements entered into 
by the two districts forming the Union School District. 


(a) Said Union School District shall operate an elementary 
school including a kindergarten and Grades 1 through Grade 8. 


(b) The present high school building located in Arlington 
Township, known as ‘‘Arlington Memorial School” and the pre- 
sent elementary school building located in Arlington, known as 
“Fisher School” shall be used to house the students in the Dis- 
trict in the kindergarten and in Grade 1 through Grade 8. 


(c) The present furniture, fixtures and equipment now 
used in connection with the operation of the ‘Arlington Memo- 
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rial School” and the ‘‘Fisher School” shall be used in the opera- 
tion of said schools under a Union District. 


(d) The Sunderland Town School District shall assume 
the obligation to pay to the Arlington Town School District the 
total sum of $55,000.00, without interest, over a period of 
twenty (20) years at the rate of $2,750.00 per year, com- 
mencing when consolidation of the District has been effected, 
for its equity in the ‘Arlington Memorial School”, “The Fisher 
School’ and the furniture, fixtures and equipment presently 
owned by the Arlington Town School District and now used by 
it for school purposes. 


(e) The Sunderland Town School District shall retain 
ownership of its present school buildings, furniture, fixtures 
and equipment and may dispose of them in such manner as the 
District may choose. 


(f) The expenses of the transportation provided for pupils 
who attend the school from the member districts shall be paid 
by the Union District. 


(g) All expenses of the Union Elementary School, includ- 
ing kindergarten, and including by the way of specification 
without limitation thereby, amortization of indebtedness, main- 
tenance and operation shall be divided among the two member 
districts in the proportion which the enrollment in each District 
for the previous school year bears to the enrollment in said 
year. 


(h) Student enrollment shall not include students residing 
in member districts who are enrolled in private schools located 
outside the Union School District or in private schools located 
within the Union School District. A private school pupil re- 
siding within the Union District who takes not more than two 
courses in a school year at a school operated by the Union 
School District shall not be regarded as a student enrolled in 
such union school in determining the student enrollment of a 
member district. 


(i) The school board of the Union School District shall 
consist of five directors, three of whom shall be from Arlington 
and two from Sunderland.

A review of pupil progress taken from the statistical re- 
port of the school year ending June 30, 1962, shows that of the 
392 pupils enrolled during the year 372 were promoted, 3 were 
not promoted, 15 transferred to other schools and 2 dropped out. 


Program 

The testing program for pupil and teacher evaluation re- 
mains the same. Readiness Tests are given beginners, Mental 
Ability Tests are given grades 2-4-6-8 and all new pupils, and 
Achievement Tests are given in September to show the need 
of each child and in May to register the growth of each child 
in each subject. 


An effective school program provides an adequate program 
for all learners, recognizing the differences in learners. It pro- 
vides favorable environment for teaching and learning in order 
to develop responsible citizens; it identifies and meets individ- 
ual needs, helps to build high morale and develop healthy per- 
sonalities. 


The elementary school presents a balanced program of 
organized experiences for all children between the ages of six 
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and twelve. It is concerned with all aspects of pupil growth 
while developing ability to read, write, spell, speak and compute. 


The junior-high program tends to strengthen and extend 
basic skills learned in the elementary school, fosters new in- 
terests and extends learning’s in areas of special aptitudes. 


The senior high school continues the program of studies 
of the elementary and junior high at a correspondingly higher 
levels of development with the courses generally more special- 
ized. An adequate program offers to meet the needs of youth 
with various ambitions and interests, adapts courses to the 
capacities of the learners, offers guidance services and provides 
school-wide activities for participation in social, physical and 
cultural groups. 


Arlington can be justly proud of the Fisher Elementary 
and the Memorial High School but it cannot remain dormant. 
Our schools need constant study if they are to be adjusted to 
the demands of our changing society. Increasing enrollment 
necessitates that plans for expansion be made in the very near 
future. . : 


Immediate Needs 


JUNIOR HIGH PROGRAM 


This year with 48 pupils in the seventh grade, we have had 
to have two divisions in that grade. This coming year we expect 
to have 47 seventh graders and 48 eighth graders so it will be 
necessary to hire an additional teacher for these two grades. 
It will also be necessary to use an extra room in the junior high 
wing of the Memorial building to accommodate the increased 
enrollment. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION PROGRAM 


Up to and including this year, we have tried to get along 
with the classroom teacher acting as physical education in- 
structor. With physical development a major concern in our 
lives today, and with the responsibility for the growth and 
development of more than 400 children on our hands, we feel 
the time has come to add a full time physical education teacher 
to our staff. 
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In addition to physical development, there is an important 
relationship between movement and learning, movement and 
adjustment, and movement and attitude. Physical education 
provides opportunities for acceptance of one’s own and others’ 
limitations. Respect for rules and authority are encouraged by 
participation in games and sports. 


As the child learns to handle his body in a wide variety of 
activities physical growth is encouraged and increased skill 
gives him new confidence. Learning new skills helps him ex- 
perience and enjoy success. The elementary school child is ina 
period of social and emotional development. He needs to exper- 
ience success, to feel wanted and to have a feeling of belonging. 
Many mental and emotional problems among adults had their 
beginning in childhood. Knowing children and stages of devel- 
opment are important. By providing a wide variety of movement 
experiences hidden talents, feeling and aspirations are often 
revealed. Given an opportunity, the healthy child will usually 
run, jump and climb. The shy, retiring child may need help in 
order to find his place in the group. 


All children, elementary and high school, need guidance in 
developing motor skills and in getting along together. The addi- 
tion of a full time physical education teacher will help along 
this guidance. 


Civil Defense 


The schools have been working with the Civil Defense De- 
partment in Arlington and have had a practice evacuation of 
the buildings to see how long it would take to get all of the stu- 
dents home in case of a disaster warning. 


The results were very gratifying and we will continue to 
cooperate in any way we can to insure the safety of the children. 


Future Needs 


The citizens of Arlington, as stated previously, must pre- 
pare for future expansion. 


The Fisher Building was originally intended to house 
grades 1 through 4 with an additional room for music and li- 
brary. This year, because of crowded conditions in the junior 
high, a section of the fifth grade was moved from the Memorial 
School to the Music Room in the Fisher building. This coming 
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year, with a greater increase in the junior high, all available 
space will be utilized including the Music Box which has been 
closed for some time. 


The State Board of Education has proposed a reorganiza- 
tion of the school districts in some areas of the state. In this. 
reorganization Arlington might be placed in the Bennington- 
Rutland School District with towns to the north. A study of this 
proposed reorganization is now being made. If a change is made 
it will probably be in July 1964. 


Finances 
We received $29,590.40 in State Aid this year compared to: 
$29,076.03 received last year. 


The average cost per pupil taken from the Statistical Re- 
port of the Arlington Town Schools for the year ending June 30, 
1962 was $285.59 for elementary and $447.17 for high school 
(grades 7-12). 


Tuition charges for the non-resident pupils:

Allowable tuition charges are figured by dividing the Net 
School Expense by the Average Daily Membership. (Net Ex- 
pense equals Total Expense minus Transportation Costs and 
Debt Service.)

As explained in last year’s school report on Page 14, the 
Fire Detector System and fire extinguishers ordered by the 
state fire marshal have been installed at a total cost of 
$3,997.60. 30% state aid on this will be $1,199.28. Article 16 of 
last year’s warning, which was voted in the affirmative, raised 
a tax of .07 for a total of $952.00. 


Therefore it is necessary to continue the .07 tax for 1963-64 
and 1964-65. | | 
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During the past four years many townspeople have de- 
voted a lot of time studying the educational system with a view 
to future improvements and the possible ways of achieving 
them. The studies were very beneficial even though the Town 
vote on the two questions was in the negative. The Board wishes 
to thank all who gave so generously of their time and efforts in 
making the surveys.

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REPORT OF THE MARTHA CANFIELD LIBRARY 
FOR 1962 


The Board of Trustees and the Librarian present the fol- 
lowing report: 


Circulation in 1962: 17,362. 
Adult 8,893, Juvenile 3,469. 


This circulation figure is not as large as last year because 
the library was closed for three weeks in the spring while the 
books were being moved into the new room and it was closed 
for two weeks in December due to the illness of the librarian. 


418 new books were added to the library. There were 132 
new borrowers, of these 58 were adults, 9 high school students 
and 65 children. This makes a total of 835 borrowers. 


Again one of the library’s most valuable services has been 
providing books for the Arlington Schools. 787 books were loaned 
to the Memorial School and circulated under the supervision of 
the teachers. The twice monthly trips of the librarian and Mrs. 
Herbert Congdon to the Fisher Elementary School have been 
continued. At this time each child was allowed to choose two 
books from the collection of 382 books that were brought from 
the Martha Canfield Library. These books were circulated 
2,809 times. The pleasure and information that these books pro- 
vide the children is inestimable. The joys of reading discovered 
at school has carried over to the library with the children taking 
many books directly from there. 


The new children’s room, which was a gift of the Canfield 
family in memory of James A. Canfield, is completed. It is most 
attractive and has much more space than the old room. It also 
leaves more space available upstairs for the location of books. 
The gratitude of everyone goes to the Canfields for this valu- 
able addition to the facilities of the library and to Mr. Fred 
McGuire for the many feet of custom built shelves. 


Among the activities of the board was the sponsoring of 
the annual carol sing around the Dr. Kent tree, taking charge 
of the book table for the Street Fair and a fashion show pre- 
sented through the cooperation of Southwicks of Manchester. 
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A group known as “The Friends of the Library” was organ- 
ized this year for the purpose of aiding the library in its acti- 
vities and helping to raise funds to maintain it. Through gifts, 
letters of appeal and money raising programs the board has 
supplemented its budget in the past. The Friends of the Library 
intend to help in this respect. 


During 1962 two programs were presented by them; Miss 
Alouise Boker talked on Africa and there was a reading of 
Christmas stories. 

The board regrets the resignation of the librarian, Mrs. 
Fred McGuire, due to illness: She built up the circulation of the 
library by her friendly, professional help. Because of the in- 
creased circulation she was obliged to spend many extra hours 
handling the load of technical work which has greatly improved 
the efficiency of the library. 


Mrs. McGuire was not adequately compensated for the 
hours she worked. Therefore the board is asking for slightly 
more money to pay temporary help in order to continue to pro- 
vide library service. It is expected a permanent replacement 
will require even additional funds.

REPORT OF THE ARLINGTON COMMUNITY PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSING SERVICE, INC. FOR 1962 


The Nursing Service had continued to work in the fields of 
its primary concern: Pre-school child health, Polio immuniza- 
tion, School child health, Home Nursing, and general precau- 
tionary health measures. 

In addition, Miss Tynan has functioned as school nurse 
daily and has made a great many home visits for care of the ill. 
With up-to-date equipment for hearing and eye testing, these 
examinations are much more thorough. 

From April through December the monthly Well Baby 
Clinic, conducted by Dr. Dorothy Hager with Betty Tynan and 
the assistance of volunteers, reached almost all of the babies 
and pre-school children of Arlington, Sunderland and Sandgate, 
providing recommended inoculations and vaccinations and other 
services. 

In the Dental:Clinic Program we sponsored dental treat- 
ment for 49 school age children. We are very pleased to note 
that the amount of dental treatment required per child is 
noticeably reduced, attesting to the results of early and con- 
sistent dental care in recent years. 2 | 

Last year we initiated a new dental care program: topical 
application of scdium fluoride. Experience in other areas indi- 
cates that complete series of treatments will reduce dental decay 
in the children so treated by as much as 40 per cent. During 
1962 approximately 250 children had this fluoride treatment. 
We are very fortunate to have this program in the charge of 
Mrs. Clare Vaughn, who is a registered Dental Hygienist and 
who, in addition to her technical skills, is contributing both 
enthusiasm and able instruction to the children in the proper 
care of their teeth. 

Following this report is the report of our Public Health 
Nurse, a very dedicated and busy woman. If you will take the 
time to read and digest her very brief report, you will get some 
appreciation of the very real service that she renders to this 
community from day to day throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE ARLINGTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1962 


The department responded to 24 calls as follows: 6 dwelling 
fires, 14 grass fires, 1 flooded oil burner, 1 over-heated dryer 
motor and 1 fire in a tree caused by fallen electric wires, also 
answered a call to rescue a dog that had fallen through the ice 
in the river in West Arlington. One dwelling fire was in Sand- 
gate, one in Sunderland. Four of the grass fires were in Sunder- 
land. We assisted Shaftsbury in one grass fire near North 
Shaftsbury. 


Ten of the grass fires were caused by the carelessness of 
adults, mostly in leaving outside rubbish fires unattended. Two 
were started by small boys playing with matches, one was de- 
liberately set in Miller’s swamp and in several places along the 
road. One was caused by a cigarette thrown out of a car. 


We had 7 fire drills and spent several nights at the fire 
house working on the equipment and building. 
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A First Aid Course was sponsored by the Fire Department 
with 14 firemen and townspeople receiving their Red Cross 
certificates. The course was conducted by Mrs. Mason Barney 
of Manchester. 


Ten Explorer Scouts were given the Firemanship merit 
badge course. This is one of the requirements for the Eagle 
Scout award. Two of these boys have since received that honor. 


We were represented at all of the Bennington County 
Mutual Aid meetings. 


Roger Wood and I attended the Vermont State Firemen’s 
Convention in Rutland. 


I represented Arlington at a meeting in Manchester con- 
cerning the proposed dispatcher system for northern Benning- 
ton County. Our cost of this would be about $1700 plus the cost 
of our own siren and telephone system. This would relieve us 
of our present red phones and all fire calls would go directly to 
Manchester. In talking with the Selectmen and Prudential com- 
mittee it was felt that our present system was doing a good 
job for about $475 per year. Thanks go for the services of the 
volunteer red phone operators, The Whalens, Dorothy and Or- 
lando Cullinan and Ann Marsh. 


We are having difficulty getting repair parts for the 1935 
Ford pumper which is 27 years old. I think we should do some- 
thing about a replacement. Good second hand trucks of about 
10 or 12 years are available for about $5,000.00. 


} 

The Fire and Light District paid out $3,278.07 for oper- 
ating expenses and equipment this year. This includes heat for 
the firehouse, telephones, purchase of hose, insurance of trucks, 
repairs on trucks and other miscellaneous equipment. 


The Fire Department spent $1,632 of its own money on the 


second addition to the firehouse and for maintenance and equip- 
ment.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT FOR 1962 


The health of the people of the Town of Arlington has been 
throughout the past year above average. There have been a few 
epidemics of children’s diseases, particularly mumps and the 
usual number of cases of grippe and colds. Of the 65 water 
samples sent to the Laboratory, Arlington and East Arlington 
came back uncontaminated, a few were contaminated from the 
North Arlington springs. I don’t believe that the North Arling- 
ton water is in a serious condition, but there is a sample now 
and then that comes back contaminated. The only thing that can 
be done is to put in an automatic chlorinator. For a time when 
they were putting in the new reservoir at the East Arlington 
spring, the water was often roilly, but always chlorinated so 
the samples came back uncontaminated. As has been repeated 
so many times, nothing has been done about the sewage in the 
Town. Each year the State Dept. of Health sends an annual re- 
port to your Health Officer and often requests that portions of 
it be included in the Town Report. This year they made a 
special request that their report be printed in the Town Report, 
and so instead of giving any further personal report, I will in- 
clude that of the State Dept. of Health. 


Vermont State Department of Health Annual Report, 1962 


The following health services were available from State- 
Federal tax money and local voluntary contribution to protect 
the health of the people of Arlington, along with the people of 
the other towns and cities in Vermont. A tabulation of the prin- 
cipal State Health Dept. services which the residents of your 
town used last year follows: 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were attended 
by 203 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations numbered 
1. At the request of attending doctors, 1 child received hospital 
diagnosis, 40 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological 
conditions received services or appliances through clinics for 
handicapped children and 1 was given financial aid toward 
hospitalization costs. In the effort to control communicable 
disease 8 persons received chest x-rays; 1 child received im- 
munizations, including boosters, against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, 
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were given 202 children and adults in clinics and conferences. 
The state laboratory performed tests on 65 water samples, 88 
blood specimens and 8 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins 
and biologicals were distributed for protection against commun- 
icable diseases. 


There were 77 sanitary inspections or consultations made 
at the town’s food and lodging places and 18 concerning water 
supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, 
to protect health through improved town sanitation. Services 
to maintain and improve adult health in industry included in- 
spections and consultations at plants. In connection with the 
state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid pro- 
gram for hospital and medical facility construction there was 1 
inspection-consultation to hospitals, nursing homes and homes 
for the aged. 


Mental health services by guidance clinics through educa- 
tional meetings or consultations, were received by 8 persons 
and groups. Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psy- 
chologist or psychiatric social worker were given 10. Under the 
community mental health program to develop local projects for 
prevention, treatment or education in mental health, financial 
assistance and staff consultations are available. 


In cancer work 1 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films, a news release and information service and 
speakers are available. The public health nurse served at well- 
child and school conferences, x-ray’/and immunization clinics, 
assisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors, and agen- 
cies, making 2 visits on behalf of 1 person and community health 
activities. Her service is an essential element in the depart- 
ment’s program for health promotion, disease prevention, diag- 
nosis, treatment and education.

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VAULT COMMITTEE REPORT 


Over the past years there have been various proposals by 
a Town Records Vault Committee, all of which have been voted 
down in Town Meeting. This Committee has been continued in 
office by vote of Town Meeting. 


At last Town Meeting the Committee was continued in 
office and it was voted to add 2 members from West Arlington, 
2 from Arlington and 2 from East Arlington to conduct a study 
of the Town’s requirements and to recommend adequate facili- 
ties for a Town Office Building and for safe storage of the town 
records. 


“No person who owns or hopes to own property in Arling- 
ton can overlook the cost of title and other legal difficulties he 
would encounter in a real estate transfer if the public records 
were lost by fire.”’ This could amount to several times the cost 
of the building which we propose. 


Your Committee, with Terrance Riley elected chairman, 
has had regular meetings beginning September 18th and ideas 
and plans have steadily formulated. | 


The Committee unanimously voted that it would recom- 
mend a separate building including a poured concrete vault 
with a 6 hour underwriters door and unanimously recommend 
that the building be located on property near the west drive to 
the Memorial School. This decision was arrived at after a meet- 
ing with Mr. Olney Hill, Director of Public Records Commis- 


sioner from Montpelier. ; 


Mr. Hill met with the Committee on October 16th. He said 
that in his opinion a site near the schools would be ideal. He 
said the best plan for record storage was in a separate one story 
building away from other buildings and with adequate parking 
space. He advised that a vault of a double wall of cement blocks 
with air space could be used but that a poured cement vault 
would be much better at very little extra cost. He advised that 
such a building should be large enough for present needs and 
for foreseeable future needs. The building should conform with 
the nearby buildings as near as possible. Mr. Hill cited what had 
been done in several towns in the state and it was his opinion 
that a good Town building would attract new people and pos- 
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sibly new manufacturing into town. Mr. Hill recommended that 
the committee visit the new town building recently built in 
Andover. Several committee members inspected this building 
which was completed last year. Andover is a town located near 
Weston, with a population of 215, with 125 voters, a grand list 
of $3300.00 (414, of ours) and a tax rate of $10.21. This town’s 
new office buliding is 24 x 38 feet with a vault 12’ x 71,4’ inside 
measurements. Several people in Andover were contacted and 
all were very happy that they have the new building, and felt 
that the cost of $21,000.00 was well spent. 


Your committee in a group inspected the Arlington Freeze 
Locker building and found this property unsuitable. The same 
day the group looked at the site which we now propose and 
found that a building could be placed on the available area. 


The School Board was invited to one of our meetings and 
said they would have no objection to a building on this site if it 
conformed to the school buildings or to other wooden buildings 
on the street. Taking his ideas and measurements from recom- 
mendations of different committee members and with the new 
Town Building in Andover in mind Donald Brown drew a pre- 
liminary plan, to scale, of a building the committee felt the 
town should have. 


Your committee worked to the end that it would formulate 
a plan upon which all members would unanimously agree and 
which it thought the tax payers would approve. 


We sought the experience and advice of Mr. Philip Linde, 
a committee member, and an architect, who attended several 
of our meetings. He drew up preliminary plans of the proposed 
building. Linde also submitted the preliminary plans to 4 con- 
tractors for an estimate cost of the proposed building. Mr. Linde 
did all this at no charge to the town. 


Our Town is growing, it is facing new problems as are all 
towns. It is the committees unanimous opinion that the Town 
needs a new, separate, one story building with fireproof vault 
located on the highway near the west driveway to the Memorial 
School building. 


That this building be of wood construction, with a brick 
veneer facing on the outside to conform with the Memorial 
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School building. The brick veneer would add approximately 
$2000.00 to the cost of the building but this cost would be more 
than offset by the cost of painting and maintaining a clapboard 
or veneer finish building over the years. 


We propose that there be a full basement under the build- 
ing and we have quotes for the footings, 8’ walls and concrete 
floor for $2000.00. 


Suggested uses for the basement (entrance from main 
floor down and also an outside entrance) have been many. ‘Civil- 
ian defense’, a vault downstairs (the main vault would be up- 
stairs directly overhead) in which could be stored some of the 
Town and Town School District records that are less important, 
or are disposable after a certain number of years, for meetings 
with Selectmen or other town officers when a larger group 
needs to meet, etc. Also including a possible request from manu- 
facturing plants who might wish to store some of their valuable 
but seldom used records. 


Your committee is recommending that the building be 
28’ x 44’, which it is felt would fill the needs of the town for 50 
or 75 years. 


As a result of a study of 4 estimates received from con- 
tractors your committee feels that the proposed building could 
be constructed at a cost of approximately $25,000.00. 


Because this proposed building should be adequate for the 
Town needs for 50 or 75 years the committee recommends that 
the cost of the building be amortized over a period of 20 years. 


} 

Assuming the town paid $1250.00 on the principal each 
year and assuming we borrowed the money at 4% (we should 
be able to get it for less) and using our Grand List figure of 
approximately $13,600.00 the amortization would add 1614c 
to the tax rate the first year. This figure would decrease to the 
point where we would need only a 10c rate for the last years. 


An Example: A property owner now listed for $1000 
would pay yearly on 


$10.00 list 1614 tax or $1.65 for the first year. 
$10.00 list 10c tax or $1.00 for the last years.

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Averaging the tax increase over a 20 year period we find 
the average tax rate increase to be 13c per year or an average 
tax increase of only $1.30 per year on the property owner now 
listed for $1000.00. 


The Town now borrows money at 3% and if we can con- 
tinue to borrow at this rate it would change the 16!4c¢ figure 
to 14.7c and the other figures accordingly.

This twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports sub- 
mitted to the people of Arlington presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1962. In the Department of Social Welfare’s pro- 
grams of assistance to the aged, blind and disabled 30% of the 
costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess 
over $75.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed 
against the town of settlement of the recipients of such care. 
Participation charges incurred by your community during the 
past year for each of these types of care were as follows:

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at 
the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred 
for the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the 
local and state agencies. Charges assessed against your com- 
munity for the former amounted to $202.41 and for the latter 
$232.13 for the year just closed. 


During April, 1962 there were 23 recipients of Old Age 
Assistance, 1 recipient of Aid to the Blind’and 1 recipient of 
Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled residing in your 
community. Direct money payments to these persons were fi- 
nanced entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other 
programs financed from these same sources were Services for 
the Blind, Adoption Services and the recently inaugurated Medi- 
cal Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are com- 
piled for these catagories, their benefits were available to all 
qualified residents.
